Extract of a Despatch from the Hon'ble the Court of 
Directors nm the Financial Department, dated the 
17th August, No. 13 of 1838, 
5.—In future wo desire that you will restrict your 

Advancen to the great staple Articles of Indian Pro- 

duce, Cotton, Silk, Sugar, Coffee, Indigo, Salt Petre 

and Piece Goods—and further that no Advance be 
mad upon any Consignment the ascertained value of 
which shall be less than 5,000 Rupees. 

6.—Several Packages of Tobaceo upon which you 
have made Advances have been scized by the Officers 
of Customs, in consequence of their having been im- 
ported in illegal Packages.—Extracts from tho Acts 
Sand 4, Will. 4, Cap. 52, Sec, 58, and 6th and Hh Will. 
4, Cap. 60, Sec. 4, relating to the Article of Tobaccu, 
are tranamitted in the Packet.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read in 
Council far the first:time fen the 17th December, 1838. 


Acr No. —— of 1838. 


I. Itis hereby onacted and declared, that within 
the British Teriitories under the Government of the 
East India Compavy no person whatever is or shall 
be, by reason of place of birth or‘by reason of descent, 
in any proceeding whatever connected with arroars or 
exactions of rent, excepted from the jurisdiction of 
the Revenue Courts, any thing in Act No. XI. of 
1836 contained notwithstanding, 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that no such proceed- 
ing which may have been instituted before tho passing 
of this Act in any such Court, and no decree which may 
have been passed before the passing of this Act in any 
such proceeding by any such Court, shall be treated as 
invalid by reason of the place of birth or by reason of 
the descont of any party to such proveeding or to such 
decree. 

IIf. And it is hereby enacted, that within the said 
territories no person whatever shall by reason of place | 
of birth, or by reason of descent, be in any civil pro- 
ceeding whatever connected with arrears or exactions | 
of rent excepted from the jurisdiction of the Courts 
of the Moonsiffs,

Act No. —— of 1838. 

I, It is hereby enacted, that no person shall be 
thereafter entitled to institute any suit in forma pau. 
peris, in any Civil Court of judicatare unless the 
Court in which his potition may be presented, sbalj, 
before granting such petition, be satisfied by the | 
examination of the geod or of hie or her agents . | 
or witnesses, (which examination eball be taken on 
ath, unless the Court shall, in any particular in- 
stance, admit a solemn doclaration in lieu thereof un- 
der the provisions now in force) that these is probable 
cause for instituting the suit, 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that in all suite 
instituted in formd pauperis, the pleadings on the 
part of the defendant as well as pe mem for re- 
ceiving exhibits and summoning witnesses may be 
written on unstamped paper, and copies of orders or 
proceedings which the defendant may be reggired to 
take shall be furnished to him on unata: ‘puper; 
provided slweys that on the conclusion of the snit the .. 
Court, shall calculate the whole of ‘the costs which 
‘ould have been incurred by the defendant on accotnt 
of stamp duties if the suit had not been instituted.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read

Act No, —— of 1838. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that Act No. XXXII. of 
1887 and No. V. of 1837 bo repealed from next, 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that after the 
next every pérson who shall make with any Native of 
India, except as hereinafter excepted, any contract for 
labor to be performed in any British or Foreign Co- 
lony without tho Territorios of the East India Com- 
pany, or who shall knowingly abet or aid any Nativo 
of India (oxcept as aforesaid) iu vmigrating from the 
said Territories for the purpaso of being employed as 
a laborer shall be liable, on conviction before a Magis- 
trate or Justice of the Peace, tu a flne not excoeding 
two hundred Rupces for every Native so contracted 
with, aided or abetied, and in default of payinent of 
such fine, shall be liable to be imprisoned for a term 
not exceeding three months. 

IU. Provided always, that nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall be taken to apply to any Native Seaman 
who shall of his own froe will contract to navigate 
any Vessel and who sball ombark on buard such Ves- 
sel in pursuance of such contract, or to any porson who 
shall contract to servo asa Menial Servant only or 
shall embark as such Monial Servant, F
